@ Edmonton needs 1,090 new homes 
now. According to Edmonton real es- 
tate dealers, “scores of families in 
the city are living in dilapidated or 
emergency quarters which should not 
be tolerated in a progressive Canad- 
ian city. 

@ New hours of work and wage regu- 
lations ordered by the Board of Indus- 
trial Relations affect female labour 
in catering or eating house positions 
everywhere in the province. Places 
with less than 600 population are giv- 
en special attention, and in larger 
centres every type of lunch counter, 
dining room and ice cream parlor is 
brought within the order's scope. 
Girl’s may no longer be kept at work 
after midnight and prior to 6.00 a.m. 
If they wear uniforms or distinctive 
dress, the employer must provide it, 
keep it laundered and in good repair. 
He is limited to 25 per cent of hns 
staff in the apprentice class, and three 
months apprenticeship must lead to 
full wages. 

In addition, meals must be charged 
for at not more than a stipulated rate. 
Untouched meals must not be charged 
for at all, and wage schedules are 
set at $12.50 a week in the large cen- 
tres, and $10 aweek in places less than 
600 provided the labbour is employed 
only at meal hours, 

Apprentices must be paid $9.00 a 
week rising monthly to $10 and $11 
thence to the $12.50 minimum, For 
seven full day’s lodging $1.50 may be 
deducted, For 21 meals in seven days, 
plus lodging, $3.00, 

“The new orders are designed to 
give the fullest possible protection to 
female labour.” said Clayton Adams, 
chairman of the industrial relations 
board. 

Messenger and delivery boys are 
also affected by new regulations. Aged 
to 16, they will be paid $7.50 a week, 
with fifty cents extra for use of own 
bicycle. Aged 16 to 18, ahe wage is 
$9.50, plus fifty cents for use of bi- 
cycle, Hourly rates will be set at 
21 and 23 cents an hour, with a four- 
hour minimum work eriod on any one 
occasion.

In View Of Forth-Coming Dominion Census, The 
Following Article Is Especially Timely 


THERE IS A CANADIAN 


by THORNTON PROSSER

We are credibly informed that after 
the word “Nationality” on a Canadian 
Passport the Department of Externai 
Affairs refuses to permit the word 
Canadian to appear. It is possible tc 
be of British nationality, a Scotsman 
and Irishman, and Frenchman, or any 
other personage under the sun, save 
and except a Canadian, A most pecul- 
jar situation when it is a Canadian 
passport. Since this passport is issued 
by the Canadian Secretary for Ex 
ternal Affairs, one wonders under 
what authority he isswes such a pass- 
port. If there is no such thing as a 
Canadian, how can there be a Canad- 
fan Secretary for External Affairs? If 
there is not a Canadian Nation, a con- 
dition which the Secretary accepts 
when he refuses to recognize a Can- 
adian Nationality, how can there be a 
Canadian Government, a body from 
which he receives his authority? 

The Department of Fxternal Af- 
fairs would, we believe, be the last to 
insist that there was no such thing as 
a Canadian Parliament. Why is there 
So much hesitancy in recognizing the 
fact that there is a Canadian nation? 
There can be only one bond that 
will weld together all the divergent 
peoples that inhabit the northern part 
of the North American continent and 
that is a feeling of uunity and 'oyalty 
to the country in which they live: 
Canada, To a layman, it is difficult to 
follow the reasoning that enables a 
member of the Canadian government 
to talk about the Canudian War Ff- 
fort, the need for Canadian Unity, and 
then refuse to accept the fact that 
there is a Canadian people, 

It has been truly said that a prophet 
is never well received in his own 
country, The same thing is apparently 
true of a Canadian. The press des 
patches are full of the work of Can- 
adians overseas, the Canadian soldiers 


on land, the Canadian sailors on the 


geas and the Canadian airmen in the 
air; but in Canada it is difficult to 


claim kinship with these men, to feel 


that what you are doing here is some- 


thing that will aid and comfort your 
fellow countryman in his battle ag- 
aiust the world evil. It is impossible 
to claim and declare your kinship 
abroad with these heroic figures be- 
cause the Secretary for External Af- 


fairs says that when you are away 
from home you cannot be a Canadian. 
We have a Canadian Parliament, a 
Canadian Air Force, a Canadian Navy, 
a Canadian Army, or so the paners tell 
us; we are informed of the needs of 
the Canadian Red Cross, the Canadian 
War Services, but they are something 
foreign to us, something outside our 
being, for we cannot register oursel- 
ves as Canadians, 

We will probably be told this or that 
country will not recognize such a per- 
sonage. That is hard to believe. If a 
country’s passports are accepted by 
another country it is very, very pro- 
bable that that country will also ac- 
cet the designation that this person 
is a national of the issuing country, 
if the issuing country demands it. 

The time has come when the Canad- 
ian Government should see to it that 
it is the government Canadian 
people and ensure who those people 
are, It is impossible to have a whole- 


of a 


hearted and complete effort from a 
great number of isolated groups; a 
wholehearted ‘effort requires a solid 
people behind the effort. A solidity of 
effort can only be achieved by im- 
pressing upon all the people of the 


country that they are members of that 
country and not a series of isolated 
communities. 

We hope that when next passports 
are issued that people born in Canada 
will be able to have their nationality 
declared on their passports. Is_ it 
something to be ashamed of to be a 
Canadian? By the achievements of 
our people, the world could only say 
it is something of which a _ person 
should be proud. 

When the census is taken for 1941 
it 18 to be hoped that a greater effort 
will be taken to impress upon the 
people of Canada that they are Can- 
adians first, and to be a Canadian is 
something of which*to be proud, and

Stained Glass Windows 


Fifth of a Series for Chureh in 
Fifth Avenue Cross the Atlantic. 


While German bombs shatter- 
ing the priceless stained glass of Eng- 
land’s churches, British craftsmen in 
that country are patiently creating 
examples of their art. These are not 
for their own churches, which must 
wait until after the war, but for chur- 
ches overseas, where they will earn 
valuable exchange, to turn into wea- 
pons for use against the destroyers of 
Britain’s own places of worship.

Now on the way to New York is the 
fifth of a series of six windows, each 
40 feet by 12 feet, for the Church of 
the Heavenly Rest, Fifth Avenue. Mr 
James Hogan, its designer, famed for 
his work on Liverpool Cathedral, has 
used a multitude of small fragments 
which give an effect of rich and dark- 
ly glowing jewels. 

In designing windows for church- 
es overseas British stained glass ex- 
perts have to visit the spot and study 
the strength of light, which is much 
greater in the United States, South 
Africa, Australia, and, to some extent, 
New Zealand, This calls for the use 
of deeper colours and treat- 
ment than is required in Britain.

Since the outbreak of war, Mr Ho- 
gan has designed clerestory windows 
for the fashionable New York Church 
of St. Thomas, as well as windows 
for the churches of St. Thomas’s 
Menasha (Wis.) Bethesda-by-the-Sea, 
Palm Beach, Florida, and St. Albans, 
Washington (D. C.)., Others have gone 
to St. Paul’s Church, Huntley, in New 
Zealand, St. Boniface’s, Germinston, 
South Africa, and Perth Cathedral 
Australia.

July 31 — it will be able to accept all 
the wheat that western farmers can 
deliver. 

That announcement was made in 
Ottawa the other day by the Hon. 
James A. MacKinnon — _ Alberta’s 
member of the federal cabinet, and 


minister of trade and commerce. 

He made the statement after his re- 
cent visit to Edmonton, and his con- 
ference with officials of the wheat 
board at Winnipeg. 

The officials are taking delivery of 
all wheat that is offered, as far as 
storage space permits and are pay- 
ing the storage rate of two thirds of a 
cent per bushel each month, for wheat 
which is kept on the farms. 

At the end of this crop year or 
from August 1 on a limitation of 
230,000,000 bushels is being placed on 
the deliveries to be accepted during 
the crop year of 1941-42. And bonuses 
will be paid by the Dominion govern- 
ment, for removed from 
wheat production to  summerfallow 
or grass and coarse grains, The plan 
is costing the Dominion at least 
$35,000,000 which will be paid in sub- 
sidies to western farmers.

\ ie relationship between the news- 
paper and its advertisers is as 
important to the newspaper reader as 
it is to the publisher. Newspapers are 
sometimes unfairly accused of being 
subservient to the advertisers who 
provide the revenue upon which the 
Newspaper exists. This erroneous im- 
Pression has been gathered because 
the average person knows that the 
newspaper must have advertising to 
exist, and therefore if he happens to 
be of a suspicious turn of mind, he 
concludes that the advertiser must 
get the policy of the newspaper.. 

Not only is such a suggestion untrue 
but it is unfair both to the newspaper 
and to the advertiser. Practically ev- 
ery publisher will tell you that few 
merchants ever attempt to dictate the 


policy of the newspaper. They must ;

In Parliament the big events of the 
week have been the Budget and the 
Wheat regulations. The new taxation 
in the Budget is an expression of the 
desire of Canada to throw all in the 
struggle against the aggressor  nat- 
ions. 

The Minister of Finance has a dif- 
ficult role and three of his four im- 
mediate predecessors have broken 
down in health, in early life, under 
the stress and strain of the heavy res- 
ponsibilities of this portfolio. 

In the Budget direct taxes like In- 
come Tax, Corporation Tax and In- 
heritance taxes are greatly increased 
or applied for the first time as these 
are levies that most nearly aprox- 
imate ability to pay. 

Income Taxes are greatly increas- 
ed. A married man with an income of 
$2,000, now pays $75, including the 
National defence tax. At the new rate 
he will pay $175.00. A single man with 
the same income will pay $340.00. A 
married man earning $4,000, under 
the new rates will pay $675.00. If he 
has two children, his tax will be 
$450.00. On the $10,000 per year man, 
the tax goes up from $2070 to $3080. 
The rich bachelor with $30,000 income 
and $470,000 investment income under 
the new rate will pay $411,720 for in- 
come tax alone and if he gets an ex- 
tra dollar he will pay 96c of it to the 
Government. 

A graduated Inheritance tax is be- 
ing applied. A widow does not pay 
anything on the first $20,000. If a man 
left $50,000, one-half to a widow, one- 
quarter to a young daughter and one- 
quarter to a grown up son, the tax 
would be as follows— 

The widow receiving $25,000 pays 
only on the $5,000 a tax of $200. The 
young daughter will pay $281 and the 
grown up son will pay about $500. 

If an estate of $100,000 was all left 
to a grown up son he would pay ab- 
out $8,500. The provincial taxes must 
be also paid in all these cases. 

The proportion of the National in- 
come going to the farmer is always 
low but is now abnormally low on ac- 
count of loss of markets due to the 
war. To increase this income a_ sys- 
tem of bonuses for reducing the 
Wheat acreage has been decided up- 
on, The Wheat acreage of 1940 will 
be arrived at in different ways. When 
it is determined the number of acres 
in Wheat in 1941 is substracted and 


if this reduced Wheat acreage is 
summerfallowed a bonus of $4 per 
acre will be paid and if put into 


coarse grains, a bonus of $2 per acre 
will be paid. The Municipal secret-

By feeding on dust, debris and wheat 
germ, mites digest these compounds 
thus gaining energy and giving off 
carbon dioxide and water. Infested 
grain may, therefore, become tough 
and spoil by heating. Infestations 
are particularly common in grain 
originally stored in a tough or damp
